Give us grace 
to become and remain good servants, more com- 
pletely surrendered in our devotion, to the end 
that Thy Kingdom may come and Thy Will be 
done in earth, through Jesus Christ, our Lord.

The Church as a World Community 

When we think of the Church most of us have 
in mind a local parish—like the Central Method- 
ist of Jonesville. Some find their thoughts 
extending to a national body, like the Presby- 
terian Church in the U. S. A. A much smaller 


number—how few!—think of the universal 
Church of Christ, binding together men and 
women of every nation, race and class, through- 
out successive generations, in a world fellowship. 

It is to this world-wide Christian community 
that one confesses allegiance when he repeats 
the words of the Apostles’ Creed, “I believe in 
the holy catholic church.” The adjective ‘“‘cath- 
olic” is a literal translation of the Greek word 
meaning universal. It asserts that the Church of 
which we are a part is not merely a local or a 
denominational thing but the whole es of 
Christ throughout the world. a 

No greater tragedy has ever efile the 
Church than the weakening—almost the loss— 
of this conception of the Church as a world com- 
munity. Even in times of peace most Christians 
are barely conscious of the supra-national char- 
acter of the Church and in times of war their 
loyalty to the universal fellowship of Christ has 
been overwhelmed by a merely nationalistic 
allegiance. 

To the Apostle Paul the world-wide unity of 
the Church was one of the most vivid facts of his 
experience. In Christ—and hence in the Church 
which is His Body, carrying on His purposes— 
Saint Paul saw Jew and Greek, barbarian and 
Scythian, bond and free, held together in one fel- 
lowship of the Spirit. It was a concrete way of 
insisting that all the divisiveness created by dif- 
ferences of nation, race, and class were to be 
transcended in the Church. 

How little the Church, as we see it today, 
seems like the Apostolic ideal! Broken into de- 
nominational segments, torn by strains of an in- 
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tense nationalism, subjected to the racial and 
class prejudices of its environment, the Church 
seems only a feeble reflection of its true genius. 

Yet in spite of all its weaknesses the Church 
actually is a world community. In fact, thanks 
to the missionary impulse, it is the greatest uni- 
versal society that exists today. Its members are 
of every race and clime. How the imagination 
kindles when we think of those whom we our- 
selves have known who symbolize for us the fact 
of the Church’s real catholicity—men like Stud- 
dert Kennedy of England, Wilfred Monod of 
France, Adolf Deissmann of Germany, Nicholas 
Berdyaev of Russia, Mrs. van Asch van Wyck 
of Holland, T. Z. Koo of China, Helen Kim of 
Korea, Toyohiko Kagawa of Japan, S. K. Datta 
of India, Jabavu of Africa! 

In Christ there is no east nor west, 
In Him no south nor north; 

But one great fellowship of love 
Throughout the whole wide earth. 

So it is not sheer fancy to think of the Chris- 
tian Church as the great hope of unity for a 
divided world. The other forces that are today 
the chief rivals of the Church for the allegiance 
of mankind are sounding rallying cries that are 
hopelessly divisive. Hitler is crying, “Whoever 
is not of German blood cannot follow me.” Mus- 
solini is crying, ‘‘Whoever is not an Italian na- 
tionalist cannot follow me.” Stalin is crying, 
“Whoever is not of the proletariat cannot follow 
me.” Is there any uniting voice? There is One: 
“Whosoever [of whatever race or nation or 
class] would come after me, let him take up his 
cross and follow me.” Upon the Church rests 
the responsibility of giving an adequate embodi- 
ment of that unifying Voice in the world today. 

Nothing is a more hopeful sign in the Church 
_ today than the evidence that it is recovering the 
note of universality. Of this the two interna- 
tional Christian conferences to be held next sum- 
mer, one on Life and Work in Oxford, the other 
on Faith and Order in Edinburgh—both bring- 
ing all the major Protestant (and also the East- 
ern Orthodox) bodies of the world into visible 
fellowship and common planning—are clear il- 
lustrations. The glorious word “ecumenical” is 
beginning to have a new place in the language 
of the Church. The fact that there is now in 
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existence a body like the Universal Christian 
Council for Life and Work, with permanent 
headquarters in Geneva as a center of inter- 
denominational codperation on a world scale is 
something of immeasurable potentiality for the 
Church. Perhaps the time is not far distant 
when an American Christian will really feel him- 
self bound more closely to a German or a Japa- 
nese who is a fellow-disciple of Christ than to 
an American who is not. When such a day 
comes, the Pauline conception of the Church will 
be a living reality. 


The Note of Personal 


Decision Comes Back 


A new emphasis on personal decision is being 
sounded wherever the influence of the National © 


Preaching Mission goes. The Christian message 


is being proclaimed not merely as an intellectual — 


system or as a cultural inheritance but as a 


moral challenge confronting the will. The Chris- 


tian life is described not as something which one 


can drift into, but as something which is en- 


tered only by a deliberate choice. 


How many people, even in our churches, - 


spend most of their lives in a state of spiritual 
indecision, dodging the great issues of life! They 


are pulled first in one direction, then in another, 
and never step out decisively on a thoughtfully 

chosen path. Not a little of the talk of the 
“new psychology” during the last decade or two 
lent itself to this shilly-shallying. A “well-— 
adjusted personality” often meant a personality — 


all too easily adjusted to things-as-they-are, to 
the moral standards of those who have least so-. 
cial passion and moral insight. “Be not con- 
formed to this world but be ye transformed” is 
still a needed word. 

There is also a new emphasis today on the 
commitment of one’s self to the right leader. 


When one sees millions of youth in Russia, in | 
Italy, in Germany, eagerly devoting themselves — 
with whole-hearted abandon to Stalin, Musso- — 
lini or Hitler, he sees that the idea of ‘‘commit-_ 


ment” is not as old-fashioned as some of the 


people in our churches had supposed. One has 
to confess admiration for the spirit of these com-_ 
munist and fascist youth even while pitying 
them for placing such absolute confidence in an 


\ 
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all-too-human leadership. What the Church 
may learn from the scene is that the desire for 
personal commitment to a supreme leader is a 
permanent impulse of human nature. If a man 
does not bow before God, he will find himself 
bowing before some man-made authority; a 
fascist state, a communist dictatorship or a to- 
talitarian government comes to usurp the place 
that belongs only to God. 

The fact is that every man finds some master 
—the only question is whether he is to find the 
one that is most worthy. One man is mastered 
by physical desire, another by love of money, 
another by love of ease, another by some politi- 
cal cause. To commit oneself to Christ in a 
definite decision is to find the way of escaping 
from the dominance of inadequate masters into 
the service of the highest. 

But, someone objects, “how can I decide to 
commit myself to Christ, when I am not sure 
that the Christian faith is true?” The answer 
is that you never will be entirely sure until after 
you decide. One has to take the faith-attitude, 
not the theorizing attitude, if he is to arrive at 
certainty. You climb to certainty about any 
great conception of life by way of what William 
James once called a “faith-ladder,” mounting 
the ladder on these rungs: 

It might be true, you say, for it is not self-contradic- 
tory. 

It may be true, you continue, even here and now. 

It is fit to be true, it would be well if it were true, it 
ought to be true, you presently feel. 

It must be true, something persuasive in you whispers 
_ next; and then—as a final result— 

It shall be held for true, you decide; it shall be as if 
true, for you. 

And your acting thus may be a means of making it se- 
curely true in the end. 


W hat Is Our National Defense Policy? 


We join heartily with those who think that 
Congress should make a study of our military 
and naval establishments. The appropriations 
for their support are listed under the heading 
“National Defense.” It is therefore fair to as- 
sume that our navy exists for defense of our 
land against foreign invasion. Yet it maneuvers 
in the far Pacific, and a prominent Senator de- 
clares that the blue-prints of the navy are more 
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concerned with battles far from home than 
within our own waters. 

The American people are becoming increas- 
ingly unwilling to support the thesis that the flag 
and the manhood of the nation should follow the 
dollar. Our State Department appears to be re- 
sponsive to the wish of the nation. Can the same 
be said of the Navy Department? We doubt it. 
We cannot understand why so many expensive 
vessels should be built of the types useful pri- 
marily for war in distant waters. We are en- 
titled to know the facts. 

Is our defense policy centered around the 
Philippines? Much discussion and some evi- 
dence suggest that it is. We would join with 
Brigadier-General John McAuley Palmer, the 


military adviser to the Congressional commit- 


tees which drew up our National Defense Act, 
in the analysis in his book, “‘Statesmanship or 
War”: “Our sea communications across the 
Pacific are not defensive communications. The 
defense of the Philippines forms no part of 
Washington’s ‘respectably defensive posture.’ A 
military and naval armament based upon the 
American continent and strong enough to assure 
the defense of these islands would be a provaca- 
tive armament. . . . However sincere our defen- 
sive aims might be, we could instantly employ 
the instrument for aggression in the Far East. 
Japan would justly regard it as a mailed fist 
stretched across the Pacific.” 


The World Crisis as a 
Challenge to the Church 


To accept a counsel of despair when war 
clouds and storms gather is to deny faith. The 
Christian’s faith in justice and goodwill is as 
valid and necessary when violence and hate be- 
come active as when they are quiescent. When 
men in the frenzy of fear tend to resort to the 
pagan ways of the world and its machines of 
destruction, the churches must proclaim firmly 
and clearly ‘“The Lord thy God reigneth.” They 
proclaim that fact as a judgment, as a warning 
and also as the basis of their faith that God’s 
way of dealing with the sins of injustice and war 
will prevail and that war is not inevitable. 
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Preaching Mission Advances Across the Country | 


STEADILY increasing momentum has char- 
A acterized the National Preaching Mission since 
the reports in the last issue of the BULLETIN. 
The response in all of the eight cities that have been 
visited during the month has been phenomenal, in several 
cases exceeding the best expectations. 

The impact of the Mission upon Kansas City was 
summarized by Dr. J. W. McDonald, Secretary of the 
Committee of One Hundred, in these words: 

“The Preaching Mission was the most signifi- 
cant spiritual awakening Kansas City has ex- 
perienced. Its strength was the variety of the 
speakers presenting the central Christian mes- 
sage with its social implications.” 
In Kansas City over 1,000 different ministers were in at- 
tendance at the ministers’ conferences, the average at- 
tendance at the women’s meetings was nearly 2,000 and 
the mass meetings had audiences that reached as high 
as 14,000. 

The Mission in Detroit had an influence which reached 
throughout the State because the Annual Convention of 
the Michigan Council of Religious Education and the 
Annual Meeting of the Michigan Council of Churches 
were held in Detroit during the same period and shared 
in the program. The mass meetings in the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal Church brought together about 
4,000 people. A luncheon of 300 business men was one 
of the important features. 

A deluge of rain accompanied the Mission in Indian- 
apolis during the first two days but did not dampen the 
enthusiasm. At the opening evening service 8,000 per- 
sons came through a downpour, and on the following 
morning over 800 ministers braved the storm to attend 
the first of their conferences. Extension meetings were 
held in fourteen other cities. The ringing of all the 
church bells of the city at five o’clock each evening 
during the Mission arrested the attention of the city. 
The effect of the Mission has been summarized by Dr. 
Ernest N. Evans, Secretary of the local Committee of 
One Hundred, as follows: 

“The Mission was the greatest event that 
ever has taken place in the lives of Indiana 
people. Its effect will go on for a long time 
to come. It gives Indianapolis and Indiana re- 
ligious life a new hope and inspiration.” 

In Atlanta the program included 64 meetings, which 
brought together’a total of approximately 40,000 people. 
The women’s meetings were especially noteworthy, on 
one occasion having an attendance of 1,500, which is 
believed to have been the largest number of women 
ever gathered at a single meeting in the city. The reg- 
istration for the afternoon seminars on “The Christian 
Message,” “Using the Bible,” “Personal Evangelism,” 
“The Christian Family,” “Christianity and Social Prob- 
lems” and “Christianity and World Problems” reached 


the high point of 2432. James Morton, Secretary of the 
Christian Council of Atlanta, declares that the Mission 
was “the high light in Christian experience for the whole — | 
city.’ The only regrettable aspect was the failure of 
the local committee to make provision for the participa- 
tion of the Negro churches. 

The opening session at Birmingham on October 4 drew | 
7,000 people, completely filling the auditorium, with — 
many turned away. The attendance at the three other | 
mass meetings ranged from 3,500 to 7,000 and in addi- 
tion more than 9,000 attended district meetings in nine | 
churches on Sunday evening. Nearly 10,000 young © 
people were reached in schools and colleges. A great | 
variety of other meetings, including addresses before 
Kiwanis, Rotary, Transportation and Exchange Clubs 
carried the message to still other groups. Distinctive 
features were the meetings in stores and shops, which had 
a total audience of more than 11,000, and a luncheon 
attended by nearly all of the leading civic officials of the 
community. Dr. Channing H. Tobias, Secretary of 
Colored Work of the National Council of the Y.M.C.A., 
who spoke at one of the great meetings, was accorded a 
warm reception which amounted almost to an ovation. 
Dr. J. M. Broady, Chairman of the Birmingham Com- 
mittee, summarized the experience of the city by saying: 
“Birmingham has been richly blessed, permanently 
changed, and stirred to spiritual depths as it has never 
been in all of its history.” 

Louisville continued to maintain the Mission at the 
same high level. The climax came in the closing session 
in the Pavilion when “the greatest crowd that ever lis- 
tened to a sermon in this city” heard Dr. George W. 
Truett. There were about 8,000 present. So many 
women desired to attend the morning conference that 
many were turned away. Over 1,000 preachers came to 
the ministers’ conferences. The Christian leaders of 
Louisville were so moved by the Mission that through 
Mr. E. S. Jouett they sent this message to the National 
Committee: “The Christian citizenship of Louisville 
extend to you their profound gratitude for the wonder- 
fully renewed faith and zeal in our holy religion which 
your coming brought to us. Your work here was a bene- 
diction which will never be forgotten.” 

Never before in the history of St. Louis, according to 
testimony of Dr. Arthur H. Armstrong, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Metropolitan Church Federation of St. 
Louis, has any event secured such wide publicity Pre- 
ceding the opening of the Mission, the Globe Democrat 
issued a four-page supplement devoted exclusively to 
the Mission, interpreting its purposes, personnel and 
program. On each of the days during which the Mission 
was in St. Louis the Globe Democrat again carried a four- 
page supplement dealing with the Preaching Mission, 
reprinting many of the addresses in full and giving sum- 
maries of all. The press covered the Mission like a 
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political convention. Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, President of 
the Federal Council and a St. Louis pastor, declared, 
“Nothing like it has ever been known before.” On the 
last day the Mayor of the city telephoned urging the 
Mission to remain for another week. 

As the BULLETIN is in press reports from Des Moines, 
Omaha, and Billings indicate that the highest level of 
spiritual influence is being attained. 

In connection with the evening meetings opportunity is 
given in every city for definite decisions to accept Christ 
as Lord and Saviour and to follow Him. Those who 
have grown indifferent in their religious life are invited 
to make a rededication and an advance in Christian 
living. There is no straining for numbers and no sta- 
tistical records of such decisions are made but every city 
has witnessed a simple appeal and definite evangelistic 
results. 

With the evangelistic appeal is combined the teaching 
method, particularly in connection with the afternoon 
seminars at which constructive educational work is done 
in smaller groups which study one subject for three suc- 
cessive days. The social meaning of the Gospel and the 
necessity for expressing Christian faith in Christian 
social action are brought to the fore not only in the sem- 
inars but in the messages before the larger audiences. 

Miss Muriel Lester, of Kingsley Hall, London, arrived 
in the United States on October 17 to join the leadership 
of the Mission on the Pacific Coast. 

In order to meet the increasing demands new speakers 
have had to be added to the leadership of the Mission in 
addition to those announced in the September and Octo- 
ber issues of the BuLtETIN. They include Rev. Roy A. 
Burkhart, First Community Church, Columbus, Ohio; 
Rev. Ellis Fuller, First Baptist Church, Atlanta, Ga.; 
Rev. Harold L. Bowman, First Presbyterian Church, 
Chicago, Ill.; Rev. Carl C. Rasmussen, Luther Place 
Church, Washington, D.C.; Rev. John G. Fleck, Parkside 
Lutheran Church, Buffalo, N. Y.; Rev. Franklin C. Fry, 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Holy Trinity, 
Akron, O.; Rev. Joseph R. Sizoo, Collegiate Church of 
St. Nicholas, New York, N. Y.; Professor Harold Trib- 
ble, Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Ky., and President Harry Lathrop Reed, Auburn Theo- 
logical Seminary, Auburn, N. Y. 

To the very great regret of all connected with the 
Mission Rev. Paul E. Scherer has had to give up par- 
ticipation in its leadership. His withdrawal is on physi- 
cian’s orders, due to a serious throat difficulty which is 
preventing him even from preaching in his own parish. 


EXTENSION PROGRAM 


The itinerary covering the twenty-five metropolitan 
centers between September 13 and December 9 is only 
the first step in the total program. It is expected that 
even more important results will flow from the eight-day 
preaching missions in local parishes, which are being 
urged as a follow-up program upon local churches of all 
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denominations in all parts of the country. The two weeks 
especially suggested for simultaneous efforts along 
this line are November 15-22 and November 29-Decem- 
ber 6. In some cities, however, the churches have not 
wanted to wait so long and have already begun their 
preaching missions. In Dayton, O., under the impetus 
gained from the Indianapolis Mission, such a program 
was carried through in October. A similar plan for 
eight-day parish missions was followed in Atlanta im- 
mediately after the visit of the national group. 

Another important phase of the extension program is 
the two-day missions to be held in other cities, with lead- 
ership furnished by the cities to which the National 
Preaching Mission has gone. Toledo has already dem- 
onstrated the possibilities along this line. A group of 
eight religious leaders from Detroit, at the invitation of 
the Toledo churches, conducted a preaching mission 
there October 11-12-13. In Indiana 100 men, repre- 
senting 40 counties of the State, and including bishops, 
denominational secretaries and others, met with Dr. W. 
R. King to plan preaching missions in other communities 
throughout the State, and similar developments are tak- 
ing place in many other centers. 

Some indication of the significance of the Preaching 
Mission as it moves across the country may be gathered 
from the editorial comments which are appearing. The 
following are typical:

life of the people as a whole, at one time. ’’

EGINNING with the first week of November two 
B new programs appear on the air under the spon- 

sorship of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America.

RAcE RELATIONS SUNDAY PLANNED 

The Department of Race Relations has put into the 
press its literature of plans and programs for the Fif- — 
teenth Annual Observance of Race Relations Sunday, 
which will come on February 14, 1937. New emphasis 
has been laid upon worship and the strengthening of the 
religious motive for friendly relations between members 
of different racial groups. 

The special Message for the Day has been written by 
the Rev. Emory Ross, secretary of the American Com- 
mittee on Work in the Congo, and also of the African 
Welfare Committee of the Federal Council of Churches. 
The theme stresses Peter’s vision that God has no favor- 
ites among races and peoples. 

The Young People’s program prepared by Miss Lura 
E, Aspinwall, of the Disciples of Christ, is based upon 
the discussions and experiences at the Lakeside Youth 
Conference last June. The Children’s Program, pre- 
pared by Miss Hazel A. Lewis, Christian Board of Pub- 
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lication, contains a number of fresh suggestions for a 
children’s worship service with appropriate story and 
song material. The Women’s Program, prepared by Mrs. 
Mary D. White, of the Congregational-Christian 
Churches, provides both a worship service and a discus- 
sion program with suggested lines of study of the local 
community. New prayers and references have been sug- 
gested as additions to last year’s litany for the general

Aid For German Christian Refugees 


ORE than sixty leaders of the Protestant 
M churches in the United States and several Ro- 

man Catholic laymen, deeply concerned over 
the plight of many thousands of Christian refugees from 
Germany, met under the chairmanship of Dr. Harry 
Emerson Fosdick in the Riverside Church, New York 
City, on October 6th to discuss the responsibility of the 
Christian Church in America to this neglected group. 

The graphic picture of the sufferings of these refugees 
and of the repressive measures against the Christian 
Church in Germany today, presented by personal ob- 
servers of the Nazi regime, brought home compellingly 
the need for immediate financial assistance if these 
refugees are to survive. 

The speakers, among whom were Dr. James G. 
McDonald, former High Commissioner for German 
Refugees appointed by the League of Nations, Professor 
Paul Tillich of Union Theological Seminary who is an 
exile from Germany, and Dr. Henry Smith Leiper, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Universal Christian Council for 
Life and Work, emphasized the general misapprehension 
existing in the United States that German refugees are 
of the Jewish faith alone, with the result that the 14,000 
Christian exiles, living without funds, employment or

friends in strange lands, have been generally abandoned 
and left to their own resources. 

The same desire for freedom of conscience which drove 
the Pilgrim fathers to seek a refuge on these shores more 
than three hundred years ago is now impelling thousands 
of Christians to leave the land of their birth which Naz- 
ism has made intolerable.

Preparing for Oxford 


for the World Conference on Life and Work at 

Oxford to consider the theme “Church, State 
and Society” was held at Princeton, N. J., October 1-3, 
for the purpose of furthering the most effective partici- 
pation of the American churches in the ecumenical gath- 
ering next year. The meeting was under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. John R. Mott; the Vice-Chairman is Dr. 
Howard Chandler Robbins, and the Secretary, Professor 
Henry Pitney Van Dusen. 

As a background for the thinking of the group Profes- 
sor William Adams Brown, Rev. Theodore A. Greene 
and Rev. Henry S. Leiper described the development of 
the ecumenical movement as it took form in the Stock- 
holm Conference of 1925 and later in the Universal Chris- 
tian Council for Life and Work. The preliminary pro- 
gram for the Oxford Conference next July was studied 
in detail with special reference to the five main themes, 
namely, “The Church and the Community,” “The 
Church and the State,” “The Church, Society and the 
State in Relation to the Economic Order,” “The

Guild of Inspirational Drama 


Subscribe to a religious drama service by the year! 
That is the idea which is sponsored by the Guild of In- 
spirational Drama of Cleveland, Ohio. The Guild is the 
creation of Rev. Marcus L. Bach, now of the little 
theater of Iowa State University. When he was director 
of religious drama in the Cleveland Church Federation 
he came in touch with the problems of the average 
church. He felt that a systematized, low-priced. service 
might offer just what many churches were seeking. The 
result was an organization which plans to issue ten short 
religious plays each year. A subscriber to the service 
receives sufficient copies of each play for the speaking 
members of the cast. The cost, at present, for this ser- 
vice is $3.00 per year. 

Most of the plays issued through the three years’ life 
of this guild have been distinctly religious. Occasionally, 
however, the plan is varied and a comedy suitable for 
production by church groups is distributed. Among the 
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better-known plays to be issued in the past are “The 
Window,” an anti-war play; ‘The Coming of Light,” a 
play based on the Coverdale translation of the Bible; 
“Days to Come,” an appeal for the consecration of 
youth, and “One Christmas Eve,” a Christmas drama. 
The promotion of the guild is from the offices of the 
magazine, Church Management, in Cleveland, Ohio. 


Glimpses of Negro Americans 


As a popular contribution to missionary study for 
1936-37, when the general subject is Africa and the 
Negro, The Federal Council’s Department of Race Re- 
lations has prepared a 24-page brochure entitled 
“Glimpses of Negro Americans.” The little booklet 
answers such questions as where they are, who they are, 
where they live, how they support themselves, how they 
get their education, what about their health, do they 
go to church, and where do you and I come in. The 
price of the booklet is 6 cents a single copy, $4.00 a 
hundred. 

Material for Race Relations Sunday next February 
is also being prepared. This will be especially important 
this year because of the fresh attention to the subject 
created by the groups studying it in the program of 
missionary education. 

The Department of Race Relations has also issued 
two packets dealing with various aspects of Negro life, 
which are furnished at 15 and 30 cents respectively. 
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Caring for Lepers 


The American Mission to Lepers held one of its best 
annual meetings in many years, in New York, October 
14 and 15. The best known public figure among the 
speakers was Victor G. Heiser, M.D., former Commis- 
sioner of Health for the Philippine Islands, founder of 
the Culion Leper Colony, former Far East Director for 
the Rockefeller Foundation and author of “An Ameri- 
can Doctor’s Odyssey” which has been receiving wide 
acclaim. Another speaker who had seen a striking bit 
of history in the year since he was in New York before 
was Thomas A. Lambie, M.D. Dr. Lambie for many 
years has been Field Director for the Sudan Interior 
Mission, and in that capacity cooperated with Emperor 
Haile Selassie in founding a leper colony in Addis 
Ababa. During the Ethiopian war, Dr. Lambie became 
the head of the Emperor’s Red Cross organization. He 
went through the anarchy and final occupation of Addis 
Ababa with the fear moment by moment that the leper 
colony and the mission station itself would be destroyed. 
They were not destroyed, and subsequently the head of 
the Medical Service of the Italian army visited the 
colony in person, examined all the patients, and gave the 
Mission the assurance of Italian support. 

Other speakers at the meeting were: R. M. Wilson, 
M.D., of the Soonchun Leper Colony, Korea; Rev. Web- 
ster E. Browning, of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions; William W. Cadbury, M.D., of Lingnan Uni-

The 1936 session of the interdenominational North

The Future of Marriage in 
Western Civilization 


By Epwarp WESTERMARCK 


Macmillan. $2.50 

It is a commanding subject which Ed- 
ward Westermarck here treats and no one 
is more competent to handle it. He is 
convinced that stable and lifelong marriage 
will continue, because there is no other 
mode of relationship of the sexes that is 
equally satisfactory, and there is no other 
background for the nurture of children 
comparable to a normal home. He holds 
that many criticisms of the family are 
based on mere revolt and do not deserve 
much attention, but that those who point 
out ways in which home life can be im- 
proved should be given a hearing. Free 
love and trial marriage are examined and 
found unsatisfactory in not meeting the 
complete needs of men and women. While 
the sexual tie in marriage is of universal 
interest, the spiritual elements of love take 
on increased importance with greater ma- 
turity, and with the advance of culture. 
Marriage must be guided so as to meet as 
completely as possible the needs of men 
and women, and to provide for stable 
families for children. Westermarck thinks 
that in the future there will probably be 
changes in divorce legislation making it 
easier to terminate bad marriages.\ 

While people do not marry in order to 
perpeuate or improve the race, health and 
eugenic considerations should be taken into 
account in order that the level of the 
human stock may be raised. There are 
both hereditary and cultural factors in- 
volved in the improvement of marriage, 
and a factor within easy reach and making 
possible a higher average of success is a

The Testimony of the Soul

This is not so much a book of argument 
as of affirmation of mystical experience and 
clarification of its spirit and meaning. The 
validity of a spiritual outlook of any kind 
is put in jeopardy today, Professor Jones 
finds, by current trends. ‘The alternative 
to religious faith today is the acceptance 
of a naturalistic universe, a biologized man, 
a secularized society.”’ But the abstractive 
process of analysis which science uses over- 
looks a “precious remainder” in our lives 
which needs to be explored. 

Dr. Jones believes that fellowship with 
God is as normal as breathing. Mystical 
experience, however, is not an end in itself. 
Its normal effect is to equip us for our 
tasks, so that we can approach them with 
“the depth and serenity which come from 
contact with the central Source of Life.” 
The primacy of true religion “‘will always 
be within, but its sphere of life and action 
will be in the world of men, and its goal, 
as Christ’s was, will be that of changing 
the kingdoms of this world into the King- 
dom of God.”

Many people are of the 
opinion that military protection should be 
accorded American investments in the Far 
East. Are these investments worth the 
cost of such protection? The author does 
not think so. “The returns from our trade 
and investments in the Far East,” it is said, 
“are not commensurate with the vast ex- 
penditures, chiefly naval, which we make, 
at least in large part, for their protection.” 
And figures are produced which tend to 
convince even the most skeptical that a 
policy of military protection of America’s 
economic interests in the Far East throws 
the balance sheet into the “red.” 

There will be general agreement with the 
author that American relations with the 
Far East should not be permitted to drift 
along until there arises a menace of war. 
Now is the time for the people of the 
United States to make a definite choice as 
to policy. And if an intelligent choice is 
to be made, facts, such as those referred to 
in this brochure, must be taken into 
account, W. W. V. K.
